XT  was  my  custom,  not  long 
ago,  to  go  for  a  walk  in  the 
country  on  a  Sunday  after- 
noon, jl  did  this  partly  for  the 
exercise,  but  mainly  for  the  joy  of  get- 
ting out  into  the  open  and  romping 
with  my  dogs. 

One  Sunday  afternoon  in  June,  I 
started  out  as  usual.  It  was  a  beautiful 
summer  day.  The  grass  sprang  fresh 
and  green  underfoot  like  a  velvet  carpet. 
Wild  flowers  adorned  the  landscape 
with  their  simple  loveliness.  The  sun 
shone  in  his  very  best  manner.  The 
blue  sky  was  piled  high  with  white, 
fleecy  clouds  and  the  birds  trilled  joy- 
ously, glad  to  be  alive.  And  yet.  as  I 
walked  along,  it  was  easy  to  see  that  I 
was  not  affected  by  this  plenitude  of 
charm.  In  fact,  I  was  downcast,  heavy- 
hearted.  The  casual  observer  would 
have  been  satisfied  with  the  explana- 
tion that  I  had  recently  lost  my  uncle, 
with  whom  I  had  lived  many  years.  I 
was  an  orphan,  and  he  my  nearest  liv- 
ing relative.  It  was  therefore  natural 
that  he  should  adopt  me,  especially 
since  he  was  a  bachelor.  His  death  had 
been  pronounced  due  to  natural  causes 
— but  I  alone  of  all  the  world  knew 
differently.  And  it  was  this  knowledge, 
rather  than  any  grief  that  I  should  have 
entertained,  that  caused  my  downcast 
appearance,  and  also  a  certain  uneasi- 
ness, which,  however,  was  barely  per- 
ceptible. 

My  dogs  race  don  ahead  of  me,  un- 
heeded. Perplexed,  they  turned  back 
and  looked  up  at  me  inquiringly. 
Then  sensing  that  I  was  in  no  mood 
for  sport,  and  sensing  that  something 
was  wrong,  though  not  knowing  what, 
they  obligingly  fell  in  with  me  and 
trotted  along  at  my  side. 

My  route  lay  through  the  fields,  as 
I  preferred  them  to  the  roads,  which 
were  generally  dusty.  At  length  we 
came  to  a  wood,  which  we  entered,  fol- 
lowing  a    tiny   path    which    meandered 


hither  and  yon  among  the  trees.  My 
dogs,  who  up  to  this  time  had  paced 
quietly  along  with  me.  now  became 
restive  and  inclined  to  wander  from  the 
path.  They  roamed  farther  and  farther 
afield,  until  I  lost  all  sight  of  them.  I 
now  became  alarmed,  and  when  I 
heard  their  barking  at  some  distance 
away  on  my  right,  I  left  the  path  to 
follow  up  their  barking. 


I  surmised  that  they  were  on  the 
trail  of  some  animal,  probably  a  bare; 
for  as  I  drew  near  they  drew  me  farther 
on.  I  whistled:  I  called,  but  all  in  vain. 
They  wer:  determined  that  they  at 
least  were  going  to  have  their  fun.  I 
had  fololwed  them  for  perhaps  half  an 
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hour,  when  the  woods  suddenly  gave 
way  to  pasture  land.  This  was  a  place 
I  had  never  been  before.  Over  on  the 
left  was  a  bleak  dismal-looking  farm- 
house: its  appearance  repulsed  me,  and 
instinctively  I  kept  away  from  it.  My 
dogs  were  sniffing  about  a  hole  at  the 
base  of  a  stump,  down  which  the 
quarry  had  evidently  fled.  They  came 
at  my  call,  but  kept  an  eye  on  that  hole. 
I  sat  down  under  a  tree,  and  we  rested 
together  after  our  mad  chase. 

1  now  fell  again  into  that  state  of 
revery  that  had  held  me  in  its  grip 
throughout  most  of  the  walk,  and 
which  had  indeed  only  been  dropped 
when  I  began  my  pursuit  of  the  dogs. 
My  mind  was  filled  with  vague  fears 
that  my  dreadful  deed  would  in  some 
mysterious  manner  become  known.  And 
yet  I  had  nothing,  absolutely  nothing, 
on  which  to  base  my  fears.  I  had  plot- 
ted and  acted  so  carefully  that  there  had 
been  not  the  slightest  suspicion  of  foul 
play  connected  with  the  death  of  mv 
uncle.  Bui  nevertheless,  despite  this.  I 
was  afraid  of — something. 

My  attention  was  now  caught  by 
the  clouds.  I  have  mentioned,  above.  I 
watched  them,  fascinated,  as  I  had  often 
been  before,  by  their  myriad  shapes  and 
ever-changing  forms.  And  then,  sud- 
denly, it  happened. 

A  Shadow  came  over  the  face  of  the 
sun. — a  Shadow  caused  by  a  cloud  that 
seemed,  to  mv  fevered  imagination,  to 
resemble  the  Gallows.  To  say  I  was 
startled  would  be  putting  it  mildly. 
Taken  thus  unawares  I  was  frightened, 
even  terrified.

WILL  THE  MEETING 

COME  TO  ORDER? 

It  would  seem  that  any  senior  grad- 
uating class  should  be  able  to  conduct 
its  own  government  in  a  business-like, 
efficient  manner.  In  fact  it  would  al- 
most seem  that  it  should  be  more  cap- 


able of  good  government  than  any 
other  cosmopolitan  group.  The  seniors 
have  passed  a  course  in  United  States 
History  and  many  of  them  have 
passed  a  Problems  of  Democracy  course. 
Both  courses  are  supposed  to  teach  good 
citizenship  and  the  rights  and  wrongs 
of  a  democratic  government.  And  so 
from  a  standpoint  of  education  the  class 
should  be  a  very  select  and  well  in- 
structed group. 

We  say  it  should  be:  but  is  it?  A 
meeting  of  a  senior  class  reminds  one  of 
an  audience  at  a  circus.  Everybody 
talking  at  once  about  everything  and 
nothing  in  particular,  cheers,  and  gen- 
eral disorder  are  characteristic  of  both. 
The  chair  can't  keep  order  and  we  even 
doubt  if  the  police  force  could.  The 
result  is  that  nothing  much  is  accom- 
plished and  what  is  accomplished  is 
so  poorly  done  that  nobody  is  satis- 
fied. 

Perhaps  such  disorder  and  mob 
spirit  can  be  justified  by  blaming  it  on 
human  nature,  but  we  doubt  it.  If  any 
real  thinking  is  done  by  seniors  they 
should  be  able  to  see  that  they  really  act 
like  grammar  school  kids:  they  do  not 
reflect  much  glory  on  their  teachers  nor 
themselves. 

But  what's  to  be  done  about  it? 
Nothing  much  can  be  done.  Perhaps 
allowing  the  seniors  to  elect  officers  dur- 
ing the  senior  instead  of  the  junior  year 
would  help.  Perhaps  some  instructions 
in  parliamentary  law  could  be  given  in 
either  the  English  or  History  course.  No 
matter  what  remedy  is  attempted,  the 
real  relief  must  be  provided  by  the 
seniors  themselves. 

If  they  want  to  make  the  best  use  of 
their  position  and  democratic  govern- 
ment, they  must  comply  with  certain 
sane  rules  of  conduct  and  common  sense. 
That's  evident.  But  it  is  not  for  us  to 
point  out  standards  of  conduct  for  class 
meetings.  We  merely  want  to  plead  for 
better  class  government  in  the  future. 
Are  we  asking  too  much  when  we  ask 
for  intelligent  thinking  from  seniors? 
And  are  we  wrong  when  we  say  that 
seniors  should  be  capable  of  better  gov- 
ernment?   We  certainly  hope  not!

X  ACCEPT  your  invitation  with 
thanks  and  pleasure  because  of 
my  enduring  interest  in  my 
Alma  Mater.  Quincy  High
